REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1944. 


THE  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  the 
Governors  the  117th  Annual  Report  of  The  Royal  Sussex 
County  Hospital. 

They  regret,  however,  that  this  Report,  like  its  immediate 
predecessors,  has  had  to  be  epitomised  to  accord  with  war-time 
economy,  although  the  services  rendered  by  the  Hospital  and  the 
support  received  from  many  old  and  new  friends  during  1944 
merit  the  presentation  of  a  much  fuller  and  more  detailed  statement. 


The  Board  again  express  their  warm  appreciation  of  the 
practical  help  and  guidance  that  the  President,  The  Countess 
Buxton,  G.B.E.,  has  given  at  Meetings  of  the  Board,  the  Emergency 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Nursing  Committee,  and  in  other 
active  spheres  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital. 


The  Work  of  the  Year.  Only  those  in  direct  touch  with  the 
inner  management  and  working  of  the  Hospital  can  readily  assess 
the  demand  that  is  constantly  made  upon,  and  as  constantly  met 
by,  the  Medical,  Surgical,  Nursing  and  other  Services  ;  but  the 
following  few  references  to  the  number  of  In-patients  and  Out¬ 
patients  treated,  and  the  succeeding  special  paragraphs  will  indicate, 
in  some  degree,  the  volume  of  the  work  that  the  Hospital  has  per¬ 
formed  during  the  past  year. 

The  average  number  of  beds  occupied  throughout  the  year 
was  267.87  and  the  maximum  number  under  treatment  in  the 
wards  on  any  one  day  was  well  over  300.  The  average  number  of 
In-patients  under  treatment  passed  the  record  for  1943  by  13.47. 
This  bare  fact  in  itself  clearly  confirms  what  has  just  been  said. 

It  is  perhaps  necessary  to  repeat  in  essence  the  remarks  made 
in  the  previous  report  about  the  “  Total  Complement  of  Beds  ” 
(376)  in  comparison  with  the  much  lower  number  occupied.  The 
total  complement  cannot  be  said  to  have  been  available  in  the 
ordinary  sense  of  the  word,  since  the  maximum  number  that  was 
permitted  to  be  occupied  remained  restricted  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health — a  precautionary  measure  necessary  to  any  efficient  emer¬ 
gency  hospital  scheme. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  of  Out-patients  during  the 
year  was  178,487  in  comparison  with  183,279  for  1943. 

The  new  Out-patients  received  numbered  23,685  compared 
with  25,046  during  the  previous  year. 

The  work  of  the  Latilla  Department,  specially  referred  to 
later,  accounts  for  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  attendances  of 
Out-patients. 

A  welcome  though  partial  relaxation  of  certain  war-time 
restrictions  and  air-raid  precautions  has  enabled  the  Board  in 
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consultation  with  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  to 
review  the  position  in  regard  to  matters  effecting  the  progress  of 
the  Hospital  previously  deferred,  and  to  give  practical  attention  to 
a  number  of  major  matters,  including  the  reorganisation  of  the 
surgical  work  and  redistribution  of  beds  ;  segregation  of  fracture 
cases  ;  improvement  of  the  accommodation  allotted  for  the  Sur¬ 
gical  Out-patient  Clinics  ;  reconstruction  of  the  Laundry  and 
Boiler  House  Entrance  ;  improvement  of  the  Mortuary  ;  interior 
and  exterior  redecoration  of  the  Hospital’s  many  buildings  ;  the 
provision  of  additional  equipment  and  improved  arrangements 
connected  with  food  catering  for  In-patients  ;  extra  apparatus  for 
the  X-ray  Department  ;  and  perhaps  most  important  of  all,  the 
organisation  of  an  Appointments  System  for  Out-patients. 

All  these  and  many  other  things  will  have  to  be  dealt  with 
ultimately,  involving  the  expenditure  of  many  thousands  of  pounds. 
A  further  £5,000  has  been  transferred  from  the  Available  Fund  to 
the  Reserve  Fund  for  Renewals  and  Repairs. 

A  policy  of  looking  ahead  has  been  adopted,  but  at  this  stage 
the  Board  have  been  able  to  carry  into  effect  only  a  few  of  the 
proposals  that  have  been  under  consideration,  as  their  wishes  have 
had  to  give  place  to  the  larger  national  needs  claiming  priority  in 
the  issue  of  licences  for  the  release  of  labour  and  materials. 

Those  proposals  that  have  either  been  actually  carried  into 
effect  or  been  materially  furthered  claim  the  later  special  paragraphs. 


Financial  Position.  It  is  quite  impossible  in  these  days  effec¬ 
tively  to  refer  to  figures  in  the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account 
in  support  of  the  economy  that  has  in  fact  been  exercised,  because 
they  are  hidden  by  the  increased  costs  on  account  of  additional 
services  rendered  and  the  further  rise  in  prices,  influenced  too  by 
the  determination  of  the  Board  at  the  same  time  to  insure  that  each 
patient  shall  have  everything  essential  for  his  medical  and  social 
welfare  whilst  under  the  care  of  the  Hospital. 

A  mere  reduction  in  expenditure  is  not  necessarily  evidence 
of  true  economy. 

Last  year  the  Board  referred  to  the  rise  of  expenditure  to  a 
record  total  as  an  unpleasant  fact,  and  they  unfortunately  have  to 
report  yet  a  further  advance  of  £11,969  4s.  id.  which  has  brought 
the  Total  Maintenance  to  £92,990  3s.  6d. 

Happily,  on  the  other  hand,  Total  Ordinary  Income  has  also 
increased  under  the  headings  of  Voluntary  Gifts,  Receipts  on 
account  of  Services  Rendered,  and  Invested  Property  to  £82,143 
8s.  3d.,  although  it  failed  to  balance  maintenance  expenditure  bv 
£10,846  15s.  3d. 

Legacies  received  and  available  for  general  purposes  show  a 
decline  in  total  value,  but  nevertheless  amounted  to  the  welcome 
figure  of  £5,275  10s.  yd. 


As  a  nett  result  of  the  year's  working  the  Available  Fund  has 
been  further  depleted  by  the  sum  of  £5,571  4s.  8d. 

Included  in  the  total  income  mentioned  is  the  amount  of 
£33,758  is.  8d.  credited  to  the  General  Account  in  respect  of 
payments  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  towards  the  cost  of  Casualty 
Services  (subject  to  adjustment)  and  a  State  Grant  of  £1,249  m 
part  relief  of  increases  in  Nursing  Salaries  in  accordance  with  the 
Rushcliffe  Scales.  No  such  grant,  unfortunately,  is  made  in 
respect  of  the  increases  on  account  of  the  adoption  of  the 
Hetherington  Scale  of  Wages  for  the  female  Domestic  Staff". 

The  Endowment  Fund  has  very  materially  benefited  during 
the  year,  and  the  Board  give  below  details  of  the  Legacies  received 
towards  this  and  the  Available  Fund  as  an  appreciative  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  those  kind  friends  who  remembered  the  future 
needs  of  The  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital  in  their  Wills  :

The  Latilla  Rehabilitation  Unit.  The  position  with  regard 
to  the  progressive  work  of  the  Latilla  Physiotherapy  Department 
was  very  fully  commented  upon  in  the  last  Report  and  it  was 
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therein  intimated  that  it  was  the  Board’s  intention  to  proceed  at 
once  with  the  expansion  of  the  Occupational  Therapy  Section  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  prepared  by  the  Hospital’s  Honorary 
Architect,  Mr.  J.  L.  Denman,  F.R.I.B.A.,  and  warmly  approved 
by  the  Senior  Medical  Advisers  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  contemplated  expansion  was  duly  completed  and  the 
Department  as  a  whole  formally  opened  as  “  The  Latilla  Rehabili¬ 
tation  Unit  ”  by  The  Lord  Horder  of  Ashford,  G.C.V.O.,  M.D., 
F.R.C.P.,  President  of  the  British  Association  of  Physical  Medicine, 
on  the  21st  February,  1944. 

Dr.  Harold  Balme,  Chief  Medical  Adviser  to  the  Rehabilitation 
Department  of  the  Ministry,  in  supporting  his  Lordship  at  the 
opening  ceremony,  congratulated  the  Llospital  upon  having  been  “  in 
the  vanguard  of  the  movement  to  establish  similar  departments 
throughout  the  Country.”  The  large  attendance  of  Governors 
and  friends  on  this  occasion  was  also  an  encouragement  to  the  Board. 

The  congratulatory  words  of  Dr.  Balme  have  been  endorsed 
following  the  visits  paid  to  the  Department  by  Sir  Robert  Stanton 
Woods,  Consultant  Adviser  in  Physicial  Medicine  to  the  Ministry  ; 
and  the  Ministry  itself  has  complimented  the  Hospital  and  its  Staff 
by  appointing,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Board,  the  Sister  of  the 
Department,  Miss  K.  Ward,  a  part-time  Physiotherapy  Officer  to 
act  tor  a  period  of  six  months  in  an  advisory  capacity  in  connection 
with  the  setting  up  of  Rehabilitation  Centres  and  Phvsiotherapy 
Departments  in  the  Counties  of  Sussex  and  Hampshire  and  certain 
other  areas  of  the  Country.  Fortunately  the  Hospital  does  not 
through  this  well  merited  compliment  to  her,  lose  Miss  Ward’s 
services  to  the  Latilla  Department. 

This  Department  has  grown  up  during  the  last  few  years  in 
progressive  stages  from  a  Massage  Department  to  a  Massage  and 
Electrical  Department,  a  Physiotherapy  Department,  a  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Physical  Medicine,  and  now  to  one  possessing  the  inclusive 
title  of  “  The  Latilla  Rehabilitation  Unit.” 

The  facilities  provided  by  this  progressive  Department  have 
also  received  recognition  in  “  The  Hospital.”  In  the  July,  1944, 
number  of  that  Journal  appeared  an  illustrated  description  of 
these  facilities,  being  one  of  a  series  of  articles  giving  an  account  of 

the  pioneer  work  that  had  already  been  done  in  the  field  of  rehabili¬ 
tation. 

The  total  number  of  treatments  given  during  1944  was 
I()5>9°3  including  14,986  at  the  Country  Centres  served  by  the 
Mobile  Unit,  the  corresponding  numbers  for  the  previous  year 
being  113,056  and  13,838  respectively. 

The  Board  of  Management  and  all  who  have  benefited  by 
this  progress  and  the  services  rendered  are  greatly  indebted  to 
Mrs.  H.  G.  Latilla,  through  whose  generosity  and  characteristic 
kindness  the  growth  and  maintenance  of  this  section  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution’s  work  have  been  made  possible. 
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It  is,  therefore,  with  a  very  deep  sense  of  the  loss  sustained 
that  the  Board  have  recorded  elsewhere  in  this  Report  the  untimely 
death  towards  the  close  of  the  year  under  review,  of  this  great 
Benefactress. 


Fracture  Service.  The  provision  of  a  fully  appointed  Fracture 
Department  with  its  special  wards  is  one  of  the  long  recognised 
needs  of  the  Hospital,  but  it  cannot  become  a  practical  proposition 
until  facilities  become  available  for  erecting  an  extension  to 
existing  buildings  or  acquiring  other  suitable  property. 

As  a  war-time  measure  preliminary  to  the  development  of  the 
complete  scheme,  fracture  cases  requiring  in-patient  treatment 
have  been  segregated  in  selected  existing  Wards,  which  have  been 
supplied  with  special  equipment,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Hospital’s  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  Mr.  R.  Brooke,  who  has  been 
appointed  Consultant  to  the  Fracture  Wards. 

The  Board  record  with  gratitude  the  substantial  support 
given  to  this  measure  by  Colonel  J.  R.  Warren,  Vice-President,  who 
generously  contributed  the  sum  of  ^200  for  providing  special 
equipment. 

Redistribution  of  Beds.  At  the  outbreak  of  war  and  under 
the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme  the  disposition  of  the  beds  was 
necessarily  considerably  disturbed  and  the  accommodation  occu¬ 
pied  by  cots  was  replaced  by  beds  for  adult  patients. 

Much  consideration  has  recently  been  given  by  the  Honorary 
Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  to  the  need  for  a  general  re-allotment  of 
the  376  beds  between  the  various  wards  and  between  medical  and 
surgical  cases  under  their  care,  including  a  proposal  to  re-establish 
the  Children’s  Ward. 

Practical  moves  towards  both  these  ends  have  been  made. 


Surgical  Out-patients  Consulting  and  Examination 

Rooms.  Approval  has  been  given  to  a  plan  for  the  construction 
of  a  number  of  Cubicles  communicating  with  the  Surgical  Out¬ 
patients  Consulting  Rooms,  with  the  object  of  providing  better 
facilities  for  the  examining  Surgeons  and  Gynaecologists,  and 
greater  comfort  for  the  patients  attending  their  Clinics. 

The  financial  aspect  of  the  scheme  was  generously  eased  by 
Mrs.  G.  Wisden  whose  sympathetic  recognition  of  the  need  took 
the  practical  from  of  an  offer  of  a  sum  up  to  £500  to  meet  the  entire 
cost  of  the  improvements. 

Her  kind  offer  has  been  gratefully  accepted  ;  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  general  approval  in  principle  has  been  obtained  ;  an 
order  for  the  execution  of  the  work  has  been  duly  placed  ;  but  the 
Hospital  still  has  to  satisfy  the  Ministry  of  Works  and  Buildings 
as  to  the  materials  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  the  Cubicles, 
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Almoners’  Department  and  Out-patient  Appointments 

System.  The  Board  have  heartily  sanctioned  a  commendable 
measure  to  reorganise  the  general  administrative  control  of  the 
reception  and  treatment  of  Out-patients,  with  a  view  to  reducing 
the  time  a  patient  has  to  wait  until  his  or  her  turn  comes  to  be  seen 
by  the  Physician  or  Surgeon.  The  realisation  of  such  an  aim  must 
justify  the  resulting  increase  in  the  maintenance  costs  of  the  Out¬ 
patients  Department  ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  this  Report 
reaches  the  hands  of  the  Governors  an  Appointments  System  for 
Out-patients  will  be  in  operation. 

The  preliminary  organisation  of  the  administrative  machinery 
has  necessitated  discussion  in  much  detail  over  a  long  period  with 
all  sections  of  the  Staff  directly  concerned,  in  order  to  overcome 
at  the  outset  foreseen  difficulties  that  might  otherwise  inadver¬ 
tently  arise  and  prejudice  the  successful  functioning  of  the  new 
system.  This  is  dependent  among  many  internal  factors,  and 
upon  the  co-operation  not  only  of  the  Patients'  Private  Medical 
Attendants  but  to  a  large  extent  upon  the  assistance  of  the  Patients 
themselves. 

Whilst  it  is  recognised  that  the  primary  responsibility  of 
Hospital  Almoners  is  the  social  welfare  of  the  Patients,  the  addi¬ 
tional  duty  of  administering  the  Appointments  System  has  been 
allotted  to  the  Staff  of  the  Almoners’  Department — necessarily 
strengthened  on  the  clerical  side,  under  the  control  of  its  able 
Head  Almoner,  Miss  R.  G.  Gilmour,  whose  insight  into  the 
personal  requirements  of  patients  will  be  as  much  an  asset  to  the 
development  of  the  system  as  it  has  been  during  the  initial  organ¬ 
isation. 

Revised  Routine  affecting  In-patients.  Other  beneficial 
measures  considered  by  the  Board  as  equal  in  importance  to  those 
just  referred  to  have  been  fully  discussed,  planned  in  consultation 
with  and  on  the  advice  of  the  Matron,  and  carried  into  effect. 

Since  July,  1943,  facilities  have  been  available  to  In-patients 
for  receiving  their  relatives  and  friends  at  fixed  hours  on  everv 
day  of  the  week.  A  war-time  regulation  restricting  patients  to  a 
total  of  two  visitors  on  any  one  visiting  day  had  to  be  introduced  ; 
but  the  peacetime  procedure  of  allowing  not  more  than  two  visitors 
at  the  bedside  at  one  time  has  recently  been  resumed. 

For  long  it  has  been  known  that  the  heavy  medical,  nursing 
and  domestic  work  of  a  busy  ward  has  necessitated  an  average 
patient’s  day  in  hospital  beginning  at  an  early  hour,  with,  however, 
an  ending  at  a  correspondingly  early  hour  in  the  evening.  The 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  altering  this  custom  have  been  tackled, 
and  have  already  in  part  been  overcome.  The  Board  are  glad  to 
report  that  since  June  last,  a  Patient’s  day  has  begun  two  hours 
later  than  hitherto;  and  they  believe  that  this  change  has  been 
welcomed  by  the  majority  of  the  patients. 
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Questions  relating  to  the  food  catering  for  both  Patients  and 
Staff  have  also  occupied  the  time  of  the  Board,  who  have  received 
advice  from  representatives  of  the  Ministries  of  Health,  of  Food 
and  of  Labour  following  their  visits  to  study  methods  of  catering 
and  to  advise  generally  on  the  subject.  These  visits  were  wel¬ 
comed  and  were  found  of  mutual  advantage.  Satisfaction  was 
expressed  by  these  Representatives  with  the  way  in  which  the 
Patients  and  Staff  were  served  and  fed,  one  of  them  referring  to  the 
Hospital  as  “  an  obviously  well-run  establishment/ ’ 

X-ray  Department.  Immediately  prior  to  the  war  the  X-rav 
Department  was  allotted  additional  accommodation  that  had 
fallen  vacant,  as  the  Honorary  Radiologists  had  stressed  the  need 
for  installing  extra  X-ray  Therapy  equipment.  Before  the  allotted 
rooms  could  be  incorporated  in  the  Department  it  had  to  be 
allocated  for  other  war  emergency  purposes.  In  the  hope  of  an 
early  release  of  this  accommodation,  the  Radiologists  have  been 
authorised  to  submit  their  decision  as  to  the  best  type  of  new  Deep 
Therapy  Plant  and  new  Medium  Voltage  Therapy  Unit  available 
for  purchase,  it  being;  already  estimated  that  a  sum  of  about  £3,000 
will  be  required,  without  taking  into  account  expenditure  on 
altering  the  allotted  rooms  when  released. 

(Since  the  close  of  the  period  which  this  Report  should 
ordinarily  review,  the  present  needs  of  the  X-ray  Department 
became  known  to  the  Sussex  Technical  Committee  of  the  British 
Empire  Cancer  Campaign,  whose  contributions  to  this  Hospital 
towards  the  cost  of  equipment  for  Radiotherapy  over  the  last  eight 
years  have  amounted  to  over  £3,000  ;  and  that  Committee’s 
response  was  immediate  in  the  form  of  a  further  donation  of  £  1 ,000 
out  of  Sussex  Funds  to  the  X-ray  Department  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  cancer. 

A  statement  of  the  progress  made  in  this  matter  will  appear  in 
the  review  of  the  current  year,  but  in  the  meantime  the  Board 
record  their  deep  appreciation  of  the  substantial  help  received  from 
the  Sussex  Technical  Committee  of  the  Campaign.) 

The  general  increase  in  the  call  upon  the  services  of  the  X-ray 
Department  has  obliged  the  Board  to  approve  the  appointment  of 
a  fifth  qualified  Radiographer.  As  many  as  10,392  Examinations 
and  5,983  Treatments  were  carried  out  in  the  Department  during 
T944- 

Obituary.  The  Board  are  very  sensible  of  the  great  loss  sustained 
by  the  Hospital  through  the  death  of  the  following  whose  help  was 
appreciated.  The  valuable  services  they  rendered  in  the  capaci¬ 
ties  mentioned  will  be  gratefully  remembered  : 

Dr.  E.  L.  Fyffe. — who  undertook  temporary  professional  charge  of  The 
Latilla  Rehabilitation  Unit,  during  the  absence  of  Dr.  R.  W.  Windle,  on 
active  service. 


Major  G.  Lionel  King — a  generous  supporter  of  the  Hospital  since  1902,  a 
Governor  by  Special  Resolution  in  recognition  of  his  many  years’  service  on 
the  Finance  Committee,  of  his  leading  help  in  organising  Pound  Day,  and 
ol  his  many  unrecorded  Gifts. 

Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  for  a  period  of  sixteen  years  ;  and  an 
active  Member  of  other  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  of  Management 
ol  which  he  was  Vice-Chairman  from  1931  to  1939. 


Mrs.  H.  G.  Latilla — a  private  and  public  Benefactress  who  gave  of  her  bountiful 
kindness  and  generosity  to  the  Hospital  as  Vice-President  since  1937,  and 
as  a  friend  over  many  previous  years.  Especially  do  the  Board  acknow¬ 
ledge,  with  deep  gratitude,  the  munificient  financial  support  she  gave  to  the 
establishment  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Medicine,  to  its  later  extension 
lor  Occupational  Therapy,  and  to  its  final  expansion  into  the  first-class 
Latilla  Rehabilitation  Unit,  referred  to  in  an  earlier  paragraph  of  this  Report. 


Alderman  Barnett  Marks — over  many  long  years  an  Annual  Subscriber  and 
Governor,  and  a  valued  supporter  of  the  progress  of  the  Local  Voluntary 
Hospitals  and  of  the  towns  of  Brighton  and  Hove.  The  Bed  endowed  by 
his  friends  in  Overton  Ward  in  commemoration  of  his  80th  Birthday,  was 
consecrated  by  The  Reverend  I.  C.  Fabricant,  on  the  31st  January,  1944. 

Sidney  Matthews — Vice-President  in  1937?  a  valued  friend  over  many 
years,  and  a  Life  Governor  elected  in  recognition  of  the  considerable 
assistance  received  through  him  as  Chairman  of  the  Sussex  Branch  Council 
of  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign.

Mr.  A.  W.  Oke — an  Annual  Subscriber  since  1905,  a  Member  of  the  Board 
since  1907,  and  a  Governor  in  virtue  of  his  generous  benefactions,  which 
included  the  gift  of  a  50  feet  Radium  Bore-hole  which  has  enabled  all  the 
radium  in  the  possession  of  the  Hospital  to  be  kept  in  safety  and  to  remain 
in  use  for  treatment  as  required  during  the  whole  of  the  war. " 


Board  of  Management.  The  Hospital  lias  unfortunately  lost 
the  kindly  help  and  advice  of  Canon  G.  H.  Warde  (the  Vicar  of 
Brighton)  as  a  Member  of  the  Board  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Chapel 
Committee,  on  his  leaving  Brighton  to  fill  the  higher  Office  of 
Archdeacon  of  Carlisle.  Upon  his  promotion  the  Board  heartily 
congratulate  him. 


Mrs.  Percival  White  has  retired  from  the  Board  after  being  a 
valued  Representative  of  the  Sussex  Eye  Hospital  ever  since  the 
inception  of  the  Scheme  of  Co-operation  with  that  Institution  in 
1935.  The  Hospital,  however,  happily  retains  her  practical 
interest  in  its  continued  welfare. 

The  Board  have  welcomed  to  their  meetings  the  Hon.  Mrs. 
Mitchell  Anderson,  in  the  place  of  Mrs.  White,  and  Captain  W.  J. 
Hutchinson  and  Mr.  Dan  Benjamin  as  newly  elected  Members. 

Temporarily  only  have  the  Board  lost  the  help  of  Mrs. 
Dieterle,  who  owing  to  the  distance  away  of  her  present  residence 
lias  been  granted  leave  of  absence  from  meetings  for  the  remaining 
period  of  the  war. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  resolved  that  the 
Emergency  Executive  Committee  to  whom  the  emergency  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  Hospital  had  been  delegated  since  the  outbreak  of 
war  should  for  the  time  being  continue  in  office.  The  question  of 
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reverting  to  the  peace-time  procedure  of  direct  management  by  the 
Board  with  the  assistance  of  Standing  Committees  will  automat¬ 
ically  arise  for  reconsideration  at  their  first  meeting  following  this 
General  Court  of  Governors.  A  Nursing  Committee  has  already 
been  re-constituted  and  has  actively  functioned  since  May  last, 
under  the  Chairmanship  of  Mr.  K.  L  Julian. 

Honorary  Staff.  Mr.  II.  N.  Fletcher,  having  retired,  under 
Statute  74,  from  the  appointment  of  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital,  has 
been  elected  Consulting  Surgeon  in  recognition  of  the  valuable 
services  he  has  rendered.  The  Governors  will  voice  their  in¬ 
debtedness  to  him  for  having  generously  agreed  at  the  unanimous 
wish  of  the  Board  to  continue  his  active  professional  assistance 
as  Acting  Surgeon  until  the  end  of  the  war. 

Mr.  J.  R.  H.  Turton  becomes  the  Senior  Surgeon. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Griffith,  Assistant  Surgeon,  has  been  unanimously 
elected  Surgeon. 

Dr.  F.  M.  M.  Byton- Jones  has  been  appointed  Temporary 
4th  Medical  Registrar. 

Dr.  Cecil  Hughes  has  been  re-appointed  Acting  Anaesthetist. 

Dr.  C.  M.  Ottley’s  professional  assistance  at  Special  Out¬ 
patient  Clinics  is  also  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  Board  know  that  the  Governors  will  heartily  join  with 
them  in  here  recording  a  warm  expression  of  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  and  untiring  services  of  all  Members  of  the  permanent 
Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  and  of  those  who  have,  often 
at  personal  inconvenience  to  themselves,  assisted  the  Staff  in 
the  temporary  absence  of  many  Members  on  active  service. 
Many  have  been  the  letters  from  past  Patients  expressing  their 
heartfelt  thanks  for  the  expert  medical  care  and  attention  bestowed 
upon  them  whilst  under  treatment. 

It  was  with  pleasure  and  gratitude  that  the  Board  accepted 
from  the  relatives  of  the  late  Major  G.  Lionel  King,  a  large  oil 
painting  of  Dr.  William  King,  who  was  Honorary  Physician  to  the 
Hospital  from  1842  to  1861,  and  Consulting  Physician  until  1865. 
The  portrait  has  been  hung  in  the  Board  Room  in  appreciation  of 
the  services  rendered  by  that  Physician  and  by  his  grandson, 
Major  King,  as  a  Member  of  the  Board. 

Resident  Medical  Staff.  Mr.  I.  Joffe  has  succeeded  Mr. 
Bedford  Turner  as  Senior  Resident  Medical  Officer  and  Resident 
Surgical  Officer.  Considerable  extra  work  and  responsibility  has 
fallen  upon  him  owing  to  the  increasing  difficulty  there  has  been  in 
maintaining  the  strength  of  the  Resident  Staff  even  at  the  reduced 
war-time  number.  The  Board  acknowledge  the  conscientious  and 
energetic  way  in  which  he  and  the  remaining  Resident  Doctors  have 
accepted  the  situation  ;  and  offer  best  thanks  to  them,  and 
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to  those  Medical  Officers  of  the  R.A.M.C.  and  other  Services 
stationed  locally  who  have  given  much  valued  professional  help  in 
varying  capacities  on  so  many  occasions. 

Appointment  of  Matron..  The  vacancy  in  the  post  of  Matron, 
occurring  through  the  resignation  of  Miss  E.  C.  Elliott  in  March 
last,  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  I.  Milne,  Matron  of  the 
Port  of  Spain  Hospital,  Trinidad,  who  was  selected  out  of  twenty- 
six  candidates  for  this  office. 

Private  Nursing  Institute.  In  August,  owing  to  the  heavy 
national  call  for  the  services  of  Nurses,  it  was  impossible  to  main¬ 
tain  the  strength  of  the  Hospital’s  Private  Nursing  Staff  even  at  the 
minimum  economical  number,  and  the  Board  had  regretfully  to 
suspend  for  the  time  being  the  services  of  the  Institute  which  had 
been  continuously  available  to  the  public  since  1887. 

Preliminary  Training  School.  Evidence  of  the  success  of  this 
School’s  work  during  the  whole  of  its  first  year  of  existence  will  be 
found  in  the  Report  of  the  Matron  published  with  this  epitome. 

A  dire  need  for  additional  personal  accommodation  for  Nurses 
is  recognised,  and  early  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  exten¬ 
sion  of  existing  buildings  or  the  acquisition  of  additional  property. 

The  Preliminary  Training  School  adequately  meets  the  needs 
of  this  Hospital  alone,  but  the  Board  would  welcome  any  proposal 
from  other  Hospitals  in  the  area  directed  to  the  economical  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  Central  School  lor  preliminary  training. 

The  whole  of  No.  1  Chapel  Terrace,  in  view  of  the  closing  of 
the  Private  Nursing  Institute,  has  been  available  for  occupation  by 
new  entrants  to  the  Nursing  Staff  in  addition  to  those  receiving 
their  Preliminary  training,  but  this  has  only  partially  and  tem¬ 
porarily  relieved  the  difficulty.  Provision  for  a  further  substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  Nurses  in  general  training  must  be  faced 
in  the  near  future,  if  the  “  block  system  ”  of  training  recommended 
by  Lord  Elorder’s  Committee  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  to  be 
introduced. 

Thanks  to  Nursing  Staff.  Both  the  Standing  Nursing  Com¬ 
mittee — through  the  attendance  and  reports  of  the  Matron,  and 
the  Board  of  Management — through  the  regular  reports  from  that 
Committee,  its  Official  Visitors,  and  the  Members  of  the  Honorary 
Staff,  become  intimately  acquainted  with  the  personal  needs  of  the 
Nursing  Staff,  and  are  cognisant  of  the  many  difficulties  with 
which  they  have  continued  to  be  confronted  during  another  busy 
year  still  unfortunately  overshadowed  by  the  emergency  conditions 
of  war.  The  Board  appreciate  with  pride  the  conscientious  and

excellent  character  of  the  work  the  Nursing  Staff,  notwithstanding, 
have  performed. 

To  the  Matron  and  to  all  Members  of  her  Staff  a  tribute  of 
high  praise  and  an  expression  of  sincere  thanks  are  here  offered. 

A  National  Health  Service.  The  nature  of  the  Government’s 
proposals  covered  by  their  White  Paper  has  been  widely  ventilated 
through  all  interested  channels  ;  and  the  Board  would  wish  the 
Governors  to  be  assured  that  their  Hospital  has  fully  considered 
those  proposals.  The  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital  has  taken  an 
active  part  through  its  appointed  representatives  in  discussions  at 
central  and  area  meetings  convened  by  the  British  Hospitals 
Association  as  the  national  representative  body  of  the  voluntary 
hospitals  in  Great  Britain. 

Whatever  the  ultimate  role  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital 
may  play  in  the  National  Health  Service,  its  immediate  future  will 
depend  upon  the  financial  support  it  receives,  and  the  Board  are 
determined  that  it  shall  continue  to  progress  and  to  remain  effici¬ 
ent,  as  the  adequate  care  of  a  very  great  number  of  patients  still 
remains  the  responsibility  of  the  Governors  through  their  elected 
Board  of  Management. 

Appeals  Department.  The  pleasing  record  here  given  of  the 
work  of  this  Department  during  the  year  1944,  is  once  again  a 
brief  summary  of  impressive  and  generous  activity,  receiving  its 
initial  energy  from  its  dynamic  centre  at  No.  4  Paston  Place, 
Brighton,  under  the  enthusiastic  control  and  direction  of  the 
Appeals  Organiser,  Miss  Lilian  Martin.  The  Board  warmly 
congratulate  her  and  her  Staff,  and  tender  to  them  a  word  of 
unstinted  praise. 

The  voluntary  Income  received  through  the  Department 
amounted  to  £14,411  ns.  4d.,  bringing  an  increase  of  £696  13s.  6d. 
on  last  year’s  figures. 

The  Michaelmas  Fayre  and  Horticultural  Show  at  the  Royal 
Pavilion  and  Corn  Exchange  in  September  realised  the  record  sum 
of  £3,460.  Mr.  C.  H.  Middleton  made  a  welcome  return  visit  to 
open  the  event,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Horticultural 
Show  section  received  high  commendation  from  the  Representative 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

The  Annual  subscriptions  which  totalled  £3,604  12s.  2d.  compare 
favourably  with  the  figures  for  the  previous  year,  and  those  Subscribers  who 
pay  under  Deed  of  Covenant  will  be  glad  to  know  that  the  reclaimed  Income 
tax  on  their  contributions  amounted  in  the  year  to  £426  8s.  nd. 

Since  the  Golden  Penny  League  scheme  was  inaugurated  nine  years  ago, 
the  Hospital  funds  have  benefited  by  no  less  a  sum  than  £17,751  12s.  3d.  and  it 
is  gratifying  that  so  many  box  holders  continue  to  keep  up  their  weekly 
contributions  and  that  the  record  sum  of  £2,826  os.  8d.  was  raised  during  1944. 

Flag  Days  were  held  at  Burgess  Hill,  Hove,  Newhaven,  Peacehaven  and 
Seaford,  and  the  total  of  these  collections  amounted  to  £336  8s.  4d. 
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The  Old  Patients’  Association  has  shown  a  further  welcome  increase  and 
£318  ns.  8d.  was  raised  from  Members’  subscriptions,  enabling  a  sixth 
Grateful  Remembrance  ”  Bed  to  be  named. 


The  Board  are  greatly  indebted  to  those  ladies  who  continue  to  give  such 
kind  and  regular  help  by  issuing  books  to  the  patients  through  the  hospital 
library  ;  by  doing  any  shopping  which  the  patients  may  require  ;  by  dis¬ 
tributing  cigarettes,  sweets  and  other  small  luxuries  to  the  E.M.S.  patients 
in  the  Hospital’s  care  ;  and  by  helping  in  the  Clothing  and  Household  Bureau 
at  4  Paston  Place.  The  valuable  clerical  assistance  given  in  the  Department 
by  two  part-time  voluntary  helpers  is  also  gratefully  acknowledged.
